»AKB MURDER TRIAL. 


Testimony of Mary Leggaeh A. 18 


Year Old Girl Alleged to Have 


v Seen the Murder, Given Straight 


"Without Much Contradiction. Out- 
side of the Girl's Story Common- 
wealth Case Weak. 
Much Con- 


tradictory Evidence On Part of the 
Defendants. 


On Tuesday the Commonwealth op- 


ened the case of the alleged murder 
of Charles Darr at Everett on June 
6, 1916. District Attorney, H. C. 
James outlined the case against Mike 
Kosh, alias Mike Demerick as the 
real murderer of Charles Darr and 
Peter Ceperie and John Dericinovieh 
as accessories in the killing. 
The 


Commonwealth after establishing the 
place and all written evidence, plac- 
ed its star witness on the stand in 
Mary Leggaeh, who told that on J»ne 
6, between 10 and 11 o'clock Charles 
Darr entered the house where defend- 
ants boarded and proceeded to drink 
with them. 
Mary was attracted to 


the scene by Darr coming down past 
her home about that time in the nigbt 
singing. At that time she and her 
mother were upstairs about to retire. 
She testified that she looliel out the 
window 
and recognized Darr 
and 


noticed that he entered the boarding 
house of the defendants, wnen sbe 
slipped on ber father's rubbers, went 
dwwn stairs, crossed the lot and stood 
outside of the kitchen wmdtfw where 
she testified she conld see the boys 
, very plainly, that they bad a jug of 
i wbis"key containing about two gallons 
i-and that the defendants poured this 
-w"his"key out and treated Darr. She 
•also testified that Darr was somewhat 
"boozed" when be came over in the 
•evening at 6 o'clock, that one of the 
defendants engaged Darr in a con- 
versation at one side tif the room and 
•wnile Darr's back was turned to 
Mike Kosb, Kosb. seized a ball bat 
•standing in tbe corner and hit Darr 
on the neck or base of the skull, 
that the blow was sufficient to knock 
"Darr down and after be had struggl- 
ed a little while, s"he testified that 
"Kosh raised tbe bat again and struck 
him 
over 
the 
forehead, 
after 


which Darr lay still and seemed to 
"be dead. 
The defendant then, she 


testified, too~k the "bat out at the end 
of the lot in the rear, behind the 
-shed, and buried it. 
Mary followed 


and stood behind the shed, watching 
the defendants in every, mbye. The 
defendants were aTlegecT to -have had 
a flash light and; a pick, one dug the 
hole, another placed the bat in, while 
the third flashed tbe light. 
Mary 


returned to tbe bouse went up stairs 
to her mother and seemed to await 
results. ' After Telling her mother 
•what she had seen, she testified fur- 
ther that sbe saw the two accessories, 
John Dericinovieh and Peter Ceperie 
carrying the body down the railroad 
track, feet foremost and Mike walked 
immediately behind them with a re- 
! volver in bis band as if he were 
forcing or threatening the accessories 
to perform this grewsome task. She 
testified that Darr's arms were hang- 
ing down and dragging on the ground 
that when the three defendants pass- 
'ed the house with the body, the Leg- 
gaeh dog ran out and began to bark 
and that Mike Kosb threw a stone 
at the dog and hit it in the hind leg, 
crippling it. 
This was the last that 


she saw of the body ol "Darr until the 
next morning when the report came 
that Darr was lying on the railroad 
track, both hands cut off. 
She said 
that she could see them at this hour 
of the night very plainly because the 
"lamp they had upstairs contained a 


i renector and the reflector was turned 
i toward the window malting a very 
"bright light on tbe public road in 
•front of the house about 10 feet 
away. She testified that she recogniz- 
ed TJarr's form and face, and recog- 
nized the defendants very clearly. 
"Sbe -also testified that sbe repeated 
the story to her mother that night j 
and askecl her mother to go to the 
wmdow to see 
She said that she 


bad been harassed by people coming 
there and wanting to take her away

all testified that they were ' 


many of the witnesses of the defense 
to prove the truth and veracity of 
the daughter, Mary to which these 
witnesses made oath that they could 
not believe her on oath. The condi- 
tional question was that "if reports 
in the community were true, could 
they or could they not believe Mary 
on oath?" 
To this they answered 
that they could not. 


The unfairness of this question is 


evidenced because of the fact that 
these 
reports of 
harum-scarums 


of the community would all have to 
be run down before it would be pos- 
sible to break the testimony or bring 
these people to a knowledge of the 
truthfulness 
or 
untruthfulness of 


these reports and would necessitate 
bringing a whole community into 
Court to get the truth and if the re- 
ports are found to be untrue the wit- 
nesses in the case would have to be 
brought back and testify that since 
these reports of the community are 
not true~ they can believe her oath 
which would make a mighty compli- 
cated state of affairs in conducting 
cases. 


The Commonwealth objected to a 


hypothetical question put by the de- 
fendant's attorney to Dr. Hanks of 
Everett asking for his opinion know- 
ing the facts as to the condition of 
the body whether Darr was killed by 
falling from the railroad track over 
the river to the lower track. After 
the objection was sustained by the 
court, the District Attorney, in cross 
examination brought out from Dr. 
Hanks the very points to which ob- 
jections were made and sustained by 
the Court. 


The Commonwealth closed its case 


on Wednesday morning and the de- 
fense closed yesterday morning about 
10 o'clock. 
The arguments to the 


jury were made yesterday the charge 
to the jury by the Court was closed 
last evening.

LESSON FOR APRIL 23 


EASTER LESSON. 


LESSON TEXT—I Cor. 15:1-28. 
GOLDEN"TEXT—Now hath Christ been 
raised from the-deatd, the first fruits of 
them that are asleep.—I Cor. 15:20. 


If teachers can impress indelibly 


upon the minds of their scholars the 
fact that Jesus rose from the dead and 
is as truly alive today as when walk- 
tog the hills of Galilee this repetition 
of the Easter story will not be in vain. 
For the pupils to take notes of the 
points of the argument and to recite 
upon those notes at the end of the 
class hour would greatly help to fix 
the facts in their minds. This account 
considered today is perhaps the old- 
est written record we have of this 
great fact, written ahout 56 A. D., 
Uence the significance of verse six. 


I. The Triumphant Fact (vs. 1-4). If 


Christian workers would be more fa- 
miliar with this passage they would 
more intelligently understand what 
the term "Gospel" means. The fact of 
the resurrection loomed larger In 
Paul's mind than the virgin birth; the 
former was and is the greater miracle. 
This,'.one of the supreme chapters of 
the Bible, telis us what ihe Gospel in, 
and what its results are to be. (1) 
W3iat it is. Nof a new cure for tuber- 
culosis, nor a new social environment, 
but the,good news of one. who was God 
Incarnate (Paul does not use 'Ills earth- 
ly name Jesus), Christ the Anointed 
One, who died for our staff just as' the 
Scripture's had. foretold, and was -bur- 
led. 
On the third; day, "according to 


the Scriptures," He rose again and is 
dow and ever shall be alive. Any Gos- 
pel- that ignores the incarnation; pas- 
Blpn and resurrection .of Jesus is false 
to the Scriptures and a lie. (2) The 
result of preaching or testifying to 
this great program is twofold: first, 
ealvation, "saved, restored to right 
relations with-God;" and second, per- 
severance, "wherein ye stand." The 
"God-story," good news, evangel or 
gospel—they are all the same—is "the 
power of God unto salvation," and the 
strong doctrine of the resurrection 
will cause men to walk straight, to 
stand upright. "Christ died for my 
sins according to the Scriptures" (Iso. 
53:5-10). 


II. Witnesses to the Fact (vs. 5-12). 


Paul (v. 3) received the resurrection 
truth from many witnesses, whom he 
proceeds to enumerate, for it was not 
a matter of his own invention. The in- 
credulity of the disciples at the first 
Is frankly recorded (Luke 24:12). Je- 
sus did not appear first to John, Pilate 
or the Sanhedrin, but to a woman, and 
the change of the apostles from a 
spirit of despair to that of confident, 
joyous certainty was most astonishing. 
There are eleven recorded appear- 
ances of Jesus after his resurrection, 
and not one of them was made to his 
enemies. 
Paul does not mention all 


of the appearances. 
He is probably 


naming only those persons, witnesses 
of his appearances, with whom he had 
conversed, or at least a few from each 
group. (1) Peter, referred to indirect- 
ly in Luke 24:34; (2) the apostles, to 
be exact, the first ten, Judas being 
dead and Thomas absent; (3) the apos- 
tles with Thomas present; (4) five 
hundred, the only record of this great 
company, though perhaps implied in 
the "brethren" of Matt. 28:10. "Half 
a thousand witnesses are enough to 
stablish any case" 
Of these the 


greater number were alive twenty-five 
years after the event; (5) James, prob- 
ably our Lord's brother, the honored 
head of the Jerusalem church; (6) 
''Then all the apostles," a larger cir- 
cle than the twelve (see Luke 28:48, 
Acts 1:6-8). This may have been the 
appearance in the morn at the Sea of 
Galilee; (7) "me also." 


III. The Fact Applied, (vs. 13-20). 


The Corinthians, to whom Paul was 
writing, did not deny Christ's immor- 
tality, but seemed to deny that the 
same power which had raised him , 
could be applied to us who are only • 
human. Paul answers this by present- 
ing four arguments: 
; 


(1) 
The 
resurrection 
of 
Christ . 


proves the possibility of the resurrec- ' 
tion from the dead, if only of Jesus. : 
The Sadducees taught the contrary. 
The Stoics taught that the dead were 
re-absofbed in God. To say Christ ia 
not risen is to claim death as annihila- , 
tion, to destroy faith in Jesus (v. 14) 
and to impugn the testimony of tlynse 
who had seen him (v. 15). A oza.d 
Christ means dead Christians (v. 17) 
and our heaviest sorrow will be to face 
' the grave (v. 18). 


(2) The Christian is "in Christ," and 


his resurrection carries ours with it. 
Paul's emphasis upon this term "in 


, Christ" (vs. 18, 19, 22, 23 and else- 
, where) is important to note. 
: 


! 
(3) Christ, the second Adam, brings 


life; our common human nature dies 


: like as the first Adam, but our si.-cond 


j Adam rose and "in him"' we live. 


(4) If Christ conquered death only 


for himself it was no real victory, nor 
could he give back to the Father a re- 
deemed world. 


Death is the last "enenw," for until 


sin is banished it will Oe preseat 
(Rom. 
6:23).

Learning by Experience 


It Is significant that in those states 


where improved road building has 
reached its highest development, we 
find the greatest mileage of asphaltie 
highways. 


In states where road building is com- 


paratively new or at least has not 
made great progress, we are likely to 
find roads that cpst more than first- 
class asphalt construction—and yet do 
not turn out so well either for the tax- 
payer or the road user. 


Of course we are not under any ob- 


ligation to copy the methods of other 
states. 
But it would be foolish to 


ignore the teachings of their experi- 
ence.

They are building roads now

And their roads are costing less 


to build and less to maintain than our 
hard-surface roads/ 
Massachusetts Knows How. 


Massachusetts has found out bow to 


construct;asphalt macadam highways 
that will'carry the heaviest road traf- 
fic in the United States. 


Massachusetts' methods are simple, 


and any one can duplicate her results 
with a little care 
Wherever in this 


state there is a paiticularly heavy- 
traffic road to be bnilt but one form of 


construction Is followed. 
This Is as- 


phalt macadam built with hard stone 
and asphalt from the Bermudez lake 
of Venezuela. One example of such 
construction 
is 
the 
Revere-Saugus 


turnpike, which ranks as the heaviest 
traveled road in the state 
The report 


of the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission says that this turnpike "prob- 
ably receives more varied and exten- 
sive traffic than any other in the state." 
It was resurfacea with Beimudez as- 
phalt macadam tn 1910, and two years 
later the report of the Commission 
stated that "this road is now in flist- 
class condition and should remain for 
several years with very little expense 
for maintenance." Practically all of 
the main traveled roads atom id Boston 
are the same form ot construction— 
that is. asphalt macadam or penetra- 
tion roads 


The same condition is round around 


New York City. 
By far the heaviest 


out-of-town traffic is that on the main 


roads of Long Island, over which t>('- 
sides pleasure vehicles passes an end 
less stream of heavy horse arid motoi 
trucks bringing to the city the farru 
products on which New York largel} 
subsists 


Heavy Traffic Roads of New York. 
Some Long Island roads get a 24 


hour traffic because the market garden 
ers haul their products into town at 
night. 
This is true of the Jericho 


Turnpike and the Merrick road, on 
both of which we find the same type ot 
asphalt macadam that haa stood the 
rest for years in Massachusetts. 


Cook County. Illinois; Lake County. 


Indiana; Lucas County, Ohio, have all 
taken advantage of the lessons to b* 
learne'1 '^ road building from Massa 
chusetts; and these and scores of other 
communities are convinced that the 
most road service for the money spent 
!-• to be obtained from asphalt macad 
am roadways.
